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Ottawa Government Gives 
Notice of Bill 

Two Other Bills in House of 
Commons 

Ottawa. March 8. — (Canadian 
Press)—For the first time In many 
years Parliament* will not begin its 
session with the order paper prac¬ 
tically barren of notices of intended 
legislation, as already notice of three 
Government bills has been inserted 
In the orders of tho first day. 

Notice is given by tho Minister of 
Militia of the introduction of a bill 
respecting tho Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence. This will provide for 
"amalgamation of tho militia, naval 
force, air force and mounted police 
under the Minister of Defence. The 
act in question was forecast by 
Premier King some time ago. 

Notice has been given also of a 
bill to amend the Penitentiaries Act 
and a bill to amend the Salaries and 
House of Commons Act. It is under¬ 
stood that the amendments to the 
latter acts are not particularly out¬ 
standing. 

NEW SOUTH WALES 
FARM AND MINE 
• OUTPUT $83,000,000 

London. March 8. — (Canadian 
Press Cable)—It is officially stated, 
says Reuter’s Sydney correspon¬ 
dent, that the New South "Wales 
primary production last >%ar, In¬ 
cluding those of pastoral pursuits, 
dairying, agriculture and mining, 
amounted to $83,000,000. There are 
nearly 4.000,000 acres under wheat 
at present and 1,000,000 under other 
crops, this being the largest acreage 
of crops planted since the jrecord 
year of 1916-16. 

The present year also has seen 
in influx of 800 additional growers 
of wheat.

Many Join General Strike in

London, March 8.—South African 
srorkers have rallied in a fairly W'lde 
response to the call for a general 
itrike issued by executive committee 
»f the Industrial Federation and 
:radea unions in sympathy with strik¬ 
ing miners, says an Exchange Tele- 
rrapfc Company dispatch from Johan¬ 
nesburg. Many shops Jn the business 
»ection have been closed, their pro¬ 
prietors fearing violence. Waiters 
ind waitresses have been forcibly 
taken from their jobs in the few 
•estaurants that are open. All pub¬ 
lic vehicles have stopped and delivery 
wagons have been forbidden to do 
pusiness. Slaughter house workers 
nave ceased work and mechanics at 
ftramfonteln and Germiston. railroad 
sentres, have gone on strike. Work¬ 
ers affiliated with other unions have 
oeen removed from their Jobs. 

Disorders. 

Disorders occurred in different sec- 
ttons of the city, says a Reuter ills? 
nach from Johannesburg. During the 
ifternoon police fired blank cartridges 
n attempts to scatter strikers who 
nad tried to eject a group of tele¬ 
phone workers. 

The ugliest incident so far con¬ 
nected with the strike occurred In 
v'obrandls Square, when revolver 
•hots, were fired on the police by 
itrikera. The police supported by 
reinforcements in lorries, pushed for¬ 
ward with fixed tayonets and dis¬ 
persed a great croA-d.

High School entrance standards in British Columbia are made 
uniform and raised as a result of new regulations issued to-day 
by the Hon. J.. D. MacLean, Minister of Education. 

Under the new order pupils writing"5n examinations must get 
60 per cent, instead of 50 per cent, of the total marks possible. 

In all public schools of seven or more rooms anywhere in the 
Province the best 60 per cent, of the pupils w ill be passed into the 
High School without examination on the recommendation of the 
principal. The other 40 per cent, must write. There is no dis- 
tinction between city and rural nr suburban schools.

Meat Traders 

Animals From Canada Would 
Make Meat Cheaper 

London. March 8.—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—Further expressions of opin¬ 
ion in favor of removal of the em¬ 
bargo against Canadian store cattle 
were registered at Newcastle yester¬ 
day. 

At the annual meeting of the Na¬ 
tional Federation of Meat Traders' 
Associations there. President Dickin¬ 
son said he believed removal of the 
embargo would cheapen meat to the 
British consumer. 

Earl Grey, Lord Armstrong, Lord 
Joicy and Sir Francis Blake, among 
others, sent to the meeting of breed¬ 
ers, meat producers and consumers 
messages favoring lifting of the em¬ 
bargo. The Duke of Northumberland 
presided, nnd said that as an owner 
of a shorthorn herd, he had come to 
the conclusion that far from being 
detrimental to the interests of the 
breeders, tho lifting of the embargo 
would be In their favor.

St. Johns, Nfl<L, March 8.—Major 
Sidney Cotton has made the pioneer 
air flight to the Labrador coast, A 
Tew days ago he took a mall north 
from Botwood hh far as St. An¬ 
thony, on the Northern Peninsula 
of Newfoundland. Instead of com¬ 
ing right back south, as scheduled, 
he carried oh across the Strait of 
Belle Isle, reaching Battle Harbor, 
Labrador, in a blizzard. 

The success of the flight seems 
to have whetted the major’s appe¬ 
tite for a venture, for news from 
Botwood to-day states he made a 
flight northward along the Labra¬ 
dor coast to the Hudson Bay Post 
at Cartwright. 

Hitherto the Labrador settlers 
have had to depend for communi¬ 
cation with the outside world on 
mails carried by way of Quebec.

Negotiations For Withdrawal 
of Unruly Groups 

Provisional Government 
Troops Police City 

Limerick. March 8.—Large forces 
of regular Irish Republican Army 
troops are now in Limerick occupyw- 
ing the Williams Street barracks 
and five other barracks. They also 
have taken over the local Jail. British 
troops are still occupying the new 
barracks ahd the ordnance building.; 
The ordinary police duties are being 
performed by Irish Republican Army 
regulars. 

The city was quiet to-day and the 
population in genoral appeared more 
composed than at any time since last 
Sunday’s invasion by insurgent Irish 
Republican Army forces, who com - 
manflpered~the firlnc&KE hotels and 
are still occupying them as billets. 

Bubstantial reinforcements for the 
republican regulars came in last 
night, 300 men arriving from East 
Clare and East Limerick. They were 
accompanied by an armored car. 

Negotiations. 

Nearly coincident with the coming 
of the reinforcements was the arrival 
of Richard Miricahey. the Dail 
Minister of Defence, and other Pro¬ 
visional Government representatives, 
who began negotiations with the in¬ 
surgent republican troops. Strong 
hopes were expressed that an under¬ 
standing would be reached which 
would make it unnecessary to use 
force in bringing about the with¬ 
drawal of the Invaders. Pending the 
outcome of the negotiations it was 
agreed that neither side should in¬ 
terfere with the other. 

De Valera. 

Dublin, March 8.—The Freeman’s 
Journal, discussing the Limerick sit¬ 
uation to-day, dealt with what It 
described as "Eamonn de Valera’s 
silence,” and said editorally: 

”De Valera, so far as Is known, has 
taken no step to correct the deeds 
of hotheaded persons, who. pretend¬ 
ing to be his followers, have invaded 
Limerick and quartered themselves 
In that city as its inhabitants. Thanks 
to the self-control of the rank and 
file of the Irish Republican Army, 
actual evil results so far have been 
avoided. The situation, however. In 
the city is impossible and full ol 
danger. Conflict at the present 
moment would be an outrage on the 
Irish nation and Its name throughout 
the world. It behooves I>e Valera to 
speak and let the world know where 
he stands."

bia smugglers and dealers, and deter¬ 
mination to aid federal agents in 
suppression of the narcotic trade 
were said to have been effected. 

Among the more specific accom- ! 
plishments of the "delegates” was a 
reported Increase of $10 a case for 
Scotch and American whiskies In 
sales to Seattle bootleggers; forma- ( 
tlon of a liquor runners’ and whole- ] 
sale dealers’ amalgamation whereby 
the set price will be maintained, and 
an agreement to give Victoria a pro¬ 
portionate share with Vancouver. 
B. C., in the liquor trade with Seattle. 

On Three Days. 

The meetings, spread over the En¬ 
tire period of last week, were held 
on three separate days at three of 
the first-class hotels of Beattie, 
with more than sixty in attendance 
at each session. Meetings were held 
on different days so liquor runners 
en route to and from Victoria and 
Vancouver at the time could parti¬ 
cipate at the end of their runs. 

Seattle dealers, known to laymen 
as "bootleggers,” were not repre¬ 
sented at the sessions, although the 
prime cause of the action. Since a 
split in the bootleggers’ ranks some 
time ago, local dealers, purchasers 
from the runners, have been un¬ 
derselling each other on a cut¬ 
throat policy, with the result that In 
some Instances, whisky, at the time 
of the convention, had gone down to 
$20 for three quarts, or $7.50 a quart. 
Ultimate consumers. It is said, will 
soon feel the effect of the conven¬ 
tion's action, although last night the 
higher grades of Scotch and the 
cheaper Bourbon were selling at the 
customary rate of three quart* for 
$25. 

New Prices. 

New prices of runners to bootleg¬ 
gers set Scotch whiskies at $») a 
case, and Bourbon at $100. Former 
prices f. o. b. Seattle were $80 for 
Scotch and $90 for Bourbon. 

Prices agreed upon by the Li¬ 
censed. Export Association, Vancou¬ 
ver, exhibited at the Seattle conven¬ 
tion. show the amount smugglers pay 
In the Canadian city. This price list 
went into effect February 28, “sub¬ 
ject to the rules nnd regulations dul\ 
passed at open meetlrtfc this 21st day 
of February.

The home of Fred Moon, M.M.. 
on Rowan Street, Saanich, whs last 
night destroyed by fire In loss than 
half an hour, under more than usual¬ 
ly distressing circumstances. 

Shortly before 10.80 o'clock neigh¬ 
bors were aroused by Mrs. Moon's 
urgent appeals for aid, but already 
the fire had secured a firm hold upon 
the three-roomed dwelling, and prac¬ 
tically nothing could be saved. 

Saving Effectc. 

After getting his wife and child 
safely out of the little house, Mr. 
Moon returned to secure his Insur¬ 
ance and discharge paf>eis, and it 
was with difficulty that he and one of 
the neighbors escaped from the blaz¬ 
ing structure, ae smoke filled the 
rooms to within a foot of the floor. 

Two trunks were pulled out by 
neighbors, but both proved empty 
while a locked leanto outhouse, which 
was believed to be empty, later proved 
to have contained many valuable ar¬ 
ticles which could have been saved. 

Mr. Moon had a gallant record 
overseas, having been a corporal in 
the Engineers. -He returned suffer¬ 
ing from a pension disability which 
prevented niia follbwlng his trade of 
plasterer and took a course Jn poul¬ 
try raising and berry growing under 
the Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment 
Board. 

Fire Destroys Plant. 

Putting his newly acquired knowl¬ 
edge to use. Mr. Mopn established 
himself at Rowan Street with a small 
chicken raiding plant, and before the 
results of his past Fear of work wore 
able to show returns, the fire has 
wiped out his efforts and compelled 
a fresh start. 

Neighbors afforded shelter to the 
distressed family for the night, and 
Mrs. Moon has gone to stay with 
relatives In Sidney pending recon¬ 
struction of the home. 

As nothing except the nightclothes 
worn bF the family were saved from 
the fire, neighbors contributed 
liberally to the equipping of the 
family.

Washington. March 8.—(Canadlan 
Press)—A heavy drop in the value of 
trade with Canada during the month 
of January this year as compared 
with January.

For January, 1922, the export* to 
Canada were $32,603,191, as compared 
with $54,372,822 for the correspond¬ 
ing month in 1921. For the sewn 
months ending January 31, 1922, the 
exports were $329,989,499, as com¬ 
pared with $547,061,155 in the seven 
months ending January 81, 1921. 

Import* from Canada for January,

1922, the Imports were $181,616,522. 
as compared with $384,616,271 for the

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SINKING FUND REPORT. 

- 

; The report of the committee 
Jvhich investigated sinking fund 
diversions exonerates past City 
JOouncils at the expense of the 
City Comptroller and the City 
Treasurer. Tlje public, ive im- 

S ginc, will be snrprised, to put it 
lildly, at the implication that 
those two officials were vested 
With so much power in the de¬ 
termination and operation of the 
pity’s financial administration 
that they could pursue the dras¬ 
tic course attributed to them 
without the authority and 
knowledge of the members of 
the Council. We are reasonably 
certain, also, that this sur¬ 
prise will be shured in an even 
greater measure by the officials 
themselves. It is doubtful, how¬ 
ever, if the credulity of the aver¬ 
age individual can be strained 
that far, for to accept this im¬ 
plication would be to believe 
that the Councils in whose terms 
fhese diversions took place were 
either hopelessly stupid or blind, 
or were grossly derelict in the 
t>erformance of their duties in 
uot trying to ascertain what was 
going on in respe.ct of one of the 
dlost important aspects of civic 
administration. As a matter of 
fact it has been common knowl¬ 
edge that our general sinking 
funds have been kept intact at 
the expense of local improve¬ 
ment sinking funds. It is not 
joo much to say that this had 
almost become a policy—and 
policy always is determined by 
the Council, not by the City 
Comptroller and City Treasurer. 
It was bad policy in several im- 

( ortant aspects and especially 
ecause of its illegality, ami was 
bound to cause trouble if per- 
listed in, but it was not the first 
time bad policies and dangerous 
expedients had been pursued 
by City Councils or even Gov¬ 
ernments. here or elsewhere, 
daring the lost ten years, 
With the objeet of casing the 
burdens of the taxpayers. For 
example, postponing tax sales, 
while legal, was bad policy. The 
aim in this case, while commen¬ 
dable ami highly desirable,clear¬ 
ly did not justify the means. 
We are entirely in accord with 
the committee’s report in that 
regard, but it is mighty diffi¬ 
cult for anybody of average dis¬ 
cernment to agree that the “full 
responsibility” for the practice 
complained of devolves upon 
the two officials named in the 
report. In this latter respect we 
fear the committee has not paid 
much of a compliment to public 
Intelligence and the report 
would have been more convinc¬ 
ing if it had not placed the 
‘‘full responsibility” for the 
sinking fund diversions where it 
did. 

SIR ARTHUR’S SPEECH. 

Although it, can be truthfully 
said that Sir Arthur Balfour has 
passed the stage at which he 
might experience any sort of 
pastime in the grinding of po¬ 
litical axes his address at tlm 
Carlton Club yesterday would 
almost appear to be something 
akin to affixing the Tory label 
bn to the back of the Prime Min¬ 
ister—a sort of sequel to Lord 
Derby’s earlier attempt to con¬ 
sider the little Welshman “one 
of us.” But by no stretch of the 
imagination could it be supposed 
that Sir Arthur had unything 
else in his mind but a genuine 
desire to tell the unconverted 
foes of the Prime Minister that 
the man who has played such an 
important part in the eonduet 
of the affairs of the nation 
during the last five years is still 
fully capable of discharging the 
onerous and exacting duties of 
his office with credit to himself 
tad advantage to the country. 

On the other hand Sir Ar¬ 
thur’s address in the stronghold 
of ultra-Conservatism docs not 
assist the average individual to 
take a peep at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s own programme for the fu¬ 
ture or even to speculate upon 
the effect that his retirement 


from leadership would produce, 
lu no single particular was there 
a suggestion that the defection 
in the Coalition ranks had been 
cither minimized or exaggerated. 
Sir Arthur merely appeared 
among his political friends in a 
role that he eould sustain With 
profound conviction. Mr. Lloyd 
George's position is not changed 
in the least. He still must reeog- 
uize that lie is faced with the 
necessity of making a choice. He 
will probably conclude his final 
chapter as Prime Minister of the 
present Parliament with some 
bold programme for the Genoa 
Conference. In any case he 
will not be guilty of over-esti¬ 
mating the effect of Sir Arthur 
Balfour's advocacy of continued 
Coalition Government, llather 
will he utilize the truce which 
appears to have been effected in 
the consideration of his own 
course. v Either he must consent 
to go to the country on the poli¬ 
cies for which he has stood for 
the last five years or he must 
enlist a composite following that 
would uot be tolerated by the 
back-benchers of the Carlton 
Club. 

In whatever way events may 
turn during the next few weeks 
it is certain that the Prime Min¬ 
ister will not be forced into a 
general election before the poo- 
ple in Southern Ireland have had 
an opportunity to pronounce 
their verdict upon the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty. It is also safe to 
assume that thcre^is no inclin¬ 
ation for British participation 
in the Genoa Conference with¬ 
out a delegation headed by the 
present leader of the Govern¬ 
ment. Hence it is scarcely like¬ 
ly that Great Britain will em¬ 
bark upon political stocktaking 
until after these two events have 
taken place. Upon their out¬ 
come the future cdurse of Mr 
Lloyd George undoubtedly will 
be planned. 

GIVE SOOKE SERVICE. 

At a time when the Dominion 
is at its wits’ end to know what 
to do with its railways it would 
appear to be hardly opportune 
to suggest that the national 
treasury he tapped for further 
expenses in respect of any part 
of the country's transportation 
ventures uot absolutely neces¬ 
sary. On the other hand it 
is fairly obvious that the man 
who has gone to a eoilsiderable 
amount of expense in establish¬ 
ing himself in a business that is 
uot particularly unique or ori¬ 
ginal cunnot expect any return 
for his investment by sitting be¬ 
hind the counter with his thumb* 
crossed. His first essential iff 
success is an aggressive hunt for 
orders and if he takes that 
course he usually accomplishes 
his object. The Canadian Na¬ 
tional system on Vancouver Isl¬ 
and represents a large outlay of 
public funds. During the last 
two or three years steel has been 
laid through some very promis¬ 
ing country. But as long as the 
territory traversed by the line 
is not served by anything be¬ 
yond a set of tracks this part 
of the national system will do 
nothing more than deteriorate. 
It is fairly obvious that any sort 
of service that would connect 
Victoria with Sooke and the 
neighboring and intervening 
communities would not pay for a 
while; none the less it is equally 
true that the southeastern sec¬ 
tion of the C. N. It. never will 
justify its existence until it 
makes a bid for traffic on its 
own behalf by encouraging set¬ 
tlement and production by the 
necessary transportation facili¬ 
ties. At the present time it is 
merely assuming the wholly un¬ 
profitable role of that gentle¬ 
man who is known to Dicken¬ 
sian readers as Wilkins Micaw- 
ber. 

THE DRUG TRAFFIC. 

If the various progressive or¬ 
ganizations in this and other 
eities will continue their educa¬ 
tional campaign in an endeavor 
to stamp out the illicit drug 
traffie it should be possible ti 
recruit sufficient public opinion 
to dampen the ardor of the most 
inveterate trafficker. There is a 
spirited call to action in the 
recommendations drafted by a, 
special committee of the Kiwanis 
Club and presented to its mem¬ 
bership at yesterday’s luncheon. 
If it shall be possible to interest 
all the elements of society 
through the numerous clubs and 
organizations of the city an ex¬ 
cellent start will have been made 
towards co-ordinated effort on 
a much larger scale. Until the 
nation as a whole shall make up, 


its mind that the traffic must 
stop, that those unfortunate vic¬ 
tims who have fallen prey to the 
wiles of the stronger willed shall 
be eared for and protected, 
that the scale of punishment 
shall be such us will literally ter¬ 
rorize the nefarious* trader, 
there will still be a large army 
willing to take the drug selling 
route tp considerable affluence. 
But once the people shall have 
taken hold of the thing with the 
right sort of fervor hope of a 
successful campaign will be real. 

UNNECESSARY ELECTION. 

It is unfortunate that the Hon. 
•J. H. King has been obliged to 
leave his important task at Ot¬ 
tawa in order to come to British 
Columbia to take up the chal¬ 
lenge that has been thrown down 
by Mr. Bronsdon. Were it not 
for the fact that the King Ad¬ 
ministration has just received 
its decisive mandate from the 
people of this country it would 
not be difficult to understand 
why one of the new Ministers 
should be compelled to seek en- 
dorsation at the hands of an 
electorate which possesses the 
inalienable right to do as it 
pleases. East Kootenay knew its 
own mind and elected Mr. 
Beattie as a supporter of the 
present l’rime Minister and 
when this part of the Province 
was singled out for Cabinet rep¬ 
resentation it might have been 
supposed that the arrangement 
which was carried out so ami¬ 
cably would have avoided the 
cpst of a contest. As i* is Dr. 
King may rest assured that 
there will be numerous Conser¬ 
vative votes added to those of 
tile Liberals that will guarantee 
his confirmation in office.

MADE UNIFORM IN B. C.

Private Pupils Must Writs. 

“Hereafter. In the case of every 
public school having at least seven 
divisions, # jhe nepurtment will ex¬ 
amine 40 per cent of those entrance 
pupils who in the opinion of the 
principal have reached the standard 
of education required for admission 
to High School. The remaining 60 
per cent; will be promoted on tho 
recommendation of the principal. 
The pupils to be examined will con¬ 
sist of those who are lowest in rank 
os shown in the list to he submitted 
by the principal to the Education 
Department. 

"Pupils attending public schools 
having fewer than seven divisions 
and pupils attending private schools 
as well as persons taking up tTlelr 
studies privately, will be required 
before being admitted to the first 
year of High Schools, to pass the 
entrance examination set by the De¬ 
partment. 

Examination Subjects Set. 

"Students will be examined on es¬ 
sential subjects only. In June. 1922, 
the subjects of examination, will 
comprise the following five papers: 
Arithmetic, grammar and .composi¬ 
tion (one paper): spelling, dictation 
and penmanship (one paper); geog¬ 
raphy, and drawing. These subjects 
do not lend themselves to the "cram¬ 
ming" process. 

"Principals will be expected to 
certify that the entrance pupils have 
covered satisfactorily, the course 
prescribed in the remaining sub¬ 
jects: English literature, British 

history, Canadian history, nature 
study and hygiene. Besides, the in¬ 
spectors will be asked to give spe¬ 
cial attention to these subjects dur¬ 
ing their visits of inspection. 

“Candidates to be successful, must 
make an average of 60 per cent, on 
tho five papers of examination, not 
50 per cent, as heretofore. 

•*Many principals have already ex¬ 
pressed tho greatest satisfaction 
over the new changes In the entrance 
regulations. Many claim that both 
teachers and pupils now feel a 
greater stimulus to do better work. 
Many pupils will aim at a higher 
standard and an examination in five 
essential subjects will in no way be 
a burden to them. Many High 
Schools will receive their pupils bet¬ 
ter prepared and the pupils will enter 
upon the High School studies with 
more certain prospect of success.

That Did Not Include Forest 
Fires 

Ottawa, March 8. — (Canadian 
Press)—Fire losses in Canada dur¬ 
ing 1921 amounted to $5.22 per cap¬ 
ita, as compared with 90 cents per 
capita in Great Britain, according 
to Information made public this 
morning by the Federal Fire Com¬ 
missioner. 

During the year the 25,916 fires 
reported to the Insurance Branch 
caused property damage amounting 
to $45,015,930, exclusive of incalcu- , 
lable loss arising from forest fires, j 
the Commissioner points out. The 
1921 fire loss, of which approximate¬ 
ly $34,000,000, or 76 per cent, was 
covered by insurance, constitutes a 
substantial increase over the losses 
of the three previous years. In 1920 
the loss amounted to $28,745,690: in 
1919. $25,361,240, and in 1918, $33,- 
817,050. 

During 1921 the fire losses in Great 
Britain only amounted to $36,400,000. 

Provincial Figures. 

By provinces the distribution of 
fire losses during 1921 was as fol¬ 
lows: 

Alberta, $2,87&,000. or $4.95 per 
capita. 

British Columbia, $3,050,000, or 
$5.82 per capita. 

Manitoba, $2,864,000, or $4.67 per 
capita 

New Brunswick, $2,725,982, or 
$7.02 per capita. 

Nova Scotia .$3,177,000. or $6.06 
per capita.

The new Board of Inter-municipal 
Cemetery Trustees, which will man¬ 
age the Victorla-Saanlch cemetery, if 
It ever should be established, also 
will have control over the Ross Bay 
cemetery, under a scheme, which will 
be laid before the City Council at Its 
next meeting by opponents of the 
present Inter-municipal cemetery pro¬ 
ject. 

Critics of the present scheme, who 
managed to hold it up when the Coun¬ 
cil met on Monday night, explain that 
the Ross bay cemetery will remain a 
source of expense to the city for the 
next fifty years, even if a new ceme¬ 
tery is ready for use this year. It 
will be necessary, they state, to main¬ 
tain three men at the Robs Bay ceme¬ 
tery for the next half a century, al¬ 
though there will be no revenue com- 
, ing In to pay these costs. 

They propose, therefore, to allow 
| the new cemetery to pay the cost of 
maintaining the old burial ground by 
| putting both under the control of the 
Cemetery Trustees. By the Inter- 
munlclpal Act the city is forbidden to 
make any profit out of the new ceme¬ 
tery. but, under the scheme outlined, 
it would be possible at least to cut 
down losses at Ross Bay. 

Make Charges l^py Coete. 

In actual practlc© the Cemetery 
Trustees would charge for plots in 
the new cemetery sufficient to pay 
for th© cost of maintaining tho Rosr 
Bay Cemetery as well as the costs 
of the new cemetery, sinking fund 
and interest charges and so forth 
If the revenue from the new 
cemetery In on© year was insufficient 
to cover these expenses the price of 
plots would b© raised on the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Saanich Disgusted. 

Delay by the city In adopting Its 
own cemetery scheme, which It hue 
been recommending to Saanich for 
two years, has surprised the Saanich 
authorities. They point out that the 
Saanich Council urged on by th# 
city, went to th© expense and trouble 
of submitting a plebiscite on the 
cemetery project to Saanich elector* 
und. as a result of this plebiscite 
agreed to become parties to ap In 
termunicipal cemetery pact. Now 
when th© cemetery scheme has beer 
endorsed by Saanich and only re 
mains to h© endorsed by the city 
which has promoted Jt from the be 
ginning, members of the City Coun 
ell suddenly find serious faults with 
the plan, some Saanich councillor? 
complain. 

It is extraordinary, they argue 
that members of the City Found’ I 
who have been booming the cemeten 
scheme for years did not find out | 
flaws In th© cemetery agreement be 
fore. 

Whether Saanich will agree to al 
low’ th© now cemetery to pay for th# 
upkeep of the old on© remains to b# 
seen. Th© city authorities of course 
argue that Saanich ia Interested lr 
the Ross Bay Cemetery, because 
many Saanich people are buried 
there.
